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8. In claim 1, line 16, "to do this" should be deleted to improve claim clarity. 

9. In claim 1, line 19, "to do this" should be deleted to improve claim clarity.

Reason for Allowance 

1 1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the method of providing access 
networks for mobile terminals (based on ATM technology) with providing fixed VPI on 
traffic channel and fixed VCI on the signaling channel of the virtual connection when a 
mobile terminal is in roaming from one base station to another base station. The 
invention discloses that when a mobile terminal is in roaming, the Virtual Path Identifier 
(VPI) of a sending user cell or traffic channel is fixed and its Virtual Circuit Identifier 
(VCI) is varied, in which means it could be modified. The invention also discloses that 
when a mobile terminal is in roaming, the Virtual Path Identifier (VPI) of a sending signal 
cell or signal channel is varied, in which means it could be modified and its Virtual 
Circuit Identifier (VCI) is fixed. 
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12. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Conclusion 

13. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Kuelnel (5,787,077) et al, teaches a dynamic allocation of both new VPI and VCI v 
to the mobile terminal when the mobile terminal is roaming from one base coverage 
area to another base coverage area. 

Kuelnel (5,907,542) et al, teaches a method of allocating a new signaling virtual 
channel identifier (SVCI) when a mobile terminal is moving from one base coverage 
area to another base coverage area or when a loss or carrier connection is detected. 

Petersen (6,574,221), teaches a scalable ATM communicating network in the 
Mobile Switching Center and the base station.
